ſervable in the frame of Nature : The Univerſe is 
nogreater Monument of his Power, than 'tis a Mir- 
rour of his Providence : But his ſpecial Providence fig- 
nalizes iv{elf in the Care of Kings, and; Fate of King- 
doms ; in diſpolal of. Crowns, and conferring: of 
Scepters, inthe mighty Revolutions of Government : 
As 1t is a great Diminution. of the Reverence we owe 
the Deity, toaſcribe every.perty Chance;every trifling

2. The peculiar Intereſt of Providence in reference 
to Kingly Government, may be demonſtrated from 
the Proviſo's ſcatter'd up and down his World , for 
the Security of thoſe entruſted therewith : By which 
we ſee the Spirit of God ſtrangely ſuper-intends the 
Cauſe of Kings ; Moſes layes a Bridle on our Ton- 
gues, * That we ſpeak no Evil againſt them ; * Solomon , EY 
will dive deeper, and not ſo much as allow an Evil zz. 
Thought, not a Whiſper or a Mutter , though in the ſe- 1, 
creteſt receſs of our Dwellings : The Goſpel is no leſs 
friendly ', St. Peter and St. Fade go further, they con- 
clude an inward DeſpeCttion of them Criminon ; ſure- 
ly if they would have the Tongue curb'd from ſpeak- 
ing, the Mouth from muttering, the Mind from con- 
ceiving ——_— : They would not have the Hands 
lift up againſt them in Cruelty and Blood : Jeremiah 
commands the Fews to pray for the Life of the King 
of Babylon : St. Paul exhorts EINER to be made 
for Nero : Is it likely,they would allow their Subjets 
to petition them in Tumults, to ſtarve them by Votes 
of Precluſion, to conſpire againſt their Perſons, or 
bandy againſt their Authority, to Invade their Terr1- 
tories with force, and dye Scaffolds with their Blood : 
No, no, it would extreamly detraCt from the Divine 
Wiſdom, to eftabliſh a Polity, and make ſuch Cau- 
tionary Laws for its Safety, and then approve the Se- 
ditious Fetches by which ſome Demagogwes would un- 
dermine it, or the open Force by which ſome a_ 
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"Encroachers would invade it : This were to coun- 
ter-aft his own Ordinance, and to reſemble Charles 
the V. his Difingenuity , who commanded Publick 
Prayers to be made for Clement the VII throughour 
all his Dominions ; when by his Authority his Cap- 
tains held him Incarcerated. 

3. The Preſervation of this Model in the World, 
from its beginning to this very time , notwithſtand- 
ing of all the attempts of men to break it, or ſhake it 
off ; is no finall indication of God's peculiar concern

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| God will not ſuffer ſuch violatiogs of his Ordinance 
to elcape ſignal tokens of his diſpleaſure; nor have 
| there been any ſinners mare remarkable inſtances of 
divine vengeance, nor human juſtice, than ſuch ; 
witneſs Corah, and his Confederates ; Abſolom, and 
Acintophel ; Zyjmri, and TJoab; Sheba, and Amaſa ; 
our own Chronicles and Times afford freſh bleeding 
Examples, of the calamitous fall of ſome Families, 
once 1lluſtrious , but now levell'd with the ground, 
with ignominy, and diſgrace, 'as the juſt reward of 
their unjuſt aſpiring, and rebellious oppoſing the 
Regal Authority, theſe periſbed in the g ain-ſaying of Jude r; 11: 
Core : Letall Rebells and Seditious Perſons be afraid, 
Lince they trace the ſteps, they'l taſt the puniſhment 
of ſuch Criminals; Sedition isas odious now as ever, 
and the Divine Providence as ready to dete&, and 
cruſh it, as ever.

| rifons betwixt it and any other Form, being fully afſu- 
| red no other Model has {uch a ſtamp of Divine Ap- 
probation, a King being the cleareſt refleCtion of the 

Deity upon | Earth ; nor will I addifce theſe irrefra- 

gable teſtimonies from the Hero's of the Church, 

who determined for Kingly Government, in an Age 

they were ſhatter'd with its frowns, more than che- 

| riſhed with its ſmiles, and felt its Proſecution more 
| than ProteQtion ; nor will I heap up thoſe Elogies, 
| with which the great Maſters of human policy 
have raiſed it, beyond all ſaucy competition of in- 

feriour Models ; only mind you of a pretty ſimili- 

tude of one of the Glories of his Age, the great 
Nazianzen, who ſpeaking of the neceflity of Go- 
vernment, and how Rulers are the Yiee-gaany wr 
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lively piCtures of God; he ſays, ordinary Magiſtrates 
are 2 contracted Charatter of God, or his Pifture 
drawn to the neck and ſhoulders; theſe above them 
were his Picture drawn'to the middle, but the King 
was his-Portraiture in full length :-And for the pre- 
ference of Monarchy, Yle aflert, it is the moſt Anci- 
ent, the moſt honourable, the molt advantagious to 
the ends of Government , and happineſs of Socie- 
ties, | 
1, Kingly-Government is the moſt ancient, even 
as old as the World, and in deſpight of all the haters 
of it, with it,and no ſooner ſhall it receive its Fune- 
ral ; though it may be rationally conceived,the World 
is near its diſſolution, when fo conſiderable. a:Pillar of 
its ftanding, is ſo barbarouſly attacked, and rudely 
inveyed againſt, by the enemies of all-Order.; indeed 

things that fortuitouſly ſtart up by -the -policy of 
ſome Ages, or the cuſtom of particular Nations, ac- 
quire not that Univerſal Reputation, or perpetual 
continuance, wherewith Monarchy . has, and is like 
crtwmef, to keep footing in the World.

Nobles; upon this {core we may vie with all the King- | 
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- doms in the World, none of them can boaſt ſucha Se- 
ries of Princes, ſuch a Lineal Succeſſion of Kings, ina 
regular and orderly Deſcent ; wliat interruption of the 
Monarchy, what bandying. of rhe Scepter into diffe- 
rent Families, without Allyance and Blood intereſt 
betwixt them, to the greivous convullion of the Eſtate 
moſt Kingdoms in Exzrope have undergone, How 
ſhort-liv'd has the Royal Power been in fome Fami- 
lies, like a glazing Meteor or blazing Comet, whilſt 
Ours, by the Divine Bleſſing, has been a fixed Star, 
or like the Sun, rather caſting the benign influences, 
to the Elevation of our Nobility, the Cherifhing of 
our Clergy, the Eſtabliſhment of our Geatry, the 
ProteCtion of our Commons ?
